Kanass City, Mo., June 1—At least 


40,000 people are homeless today in 
Argentine, Armourdale and Kansas 
City. They are living in the woods on 
the bluffs and supplies have been sent 
them. 


The loss by the flood is today esti- 


mated as high" as $25,000,000 by those 
•who ought to.know.^ 


Hundreds of people in the State of 


Kansas are udoubtedly drowned 
sfhd 


other hundreds are missing. 


The Missouri river stood at 25 feet 


this morning, having risen four feet 
and 5 inches during the night. Rain 
fell during the night and a cold drizzle 
continues today. 
The Hanibal 
and 


Milwaukee bridges, the last two con- 
necting the city with the outside world 
west and north are still standing. 


Business here is paralyzed today. 


Women cannot come down town to 
shop. Merchants can neither ship nor 
receive goods. The stockyards can' 
barely be reached by boat, the pack- 
ing houses and thousands of industrial 
establishments are out of business 
either owing to flood or lack of water 
for boilers. 


The last of the 100 men imprisoned 


in the Schwaszchild and Sulzberger 
packing house were brought safely to 


the bluffs this morning. 


The steamer Columbia left Kansas 


City at 9 o'clock this morning 
for 


Parksville, Mo. Two hundred people 
are on the roofs and trees there. 


The Alton, Missouri Pacific, Santa 


Fe, Union Pacific and the Wabash 
shops anffTound houses-are partial or 
complete wrecks today. 


There is imminent danger of tele- 


graph communication out of this town 
ceasing owing to the prospective fail- 
ure of electric power. 


" New detachments of the Third Mis- 
souri regiment 
took 
charge of the 


streets this morning armed with load- 
ed rifles, equipped with bayonets. Two 
hundred saloons are closed by the po- 
lice comrnisisoners. 


Buildings continue to collapse 
at 


Argentine and Arinoiirdale. Practical- 
ly every man who lost his home by the 
flood, lost his job through the same dis- 
aster, so the destitution is extreme. 


Relief work is proceeding in a sys- 


tematic manner. Buildings in the east 
and west bottoms of the city continue 
to collapse. The floods run like a gi- 
gantic mill race hurling huge masses 
of debris "against the buildings. The 
roaring of the waters sounds like that 
of a huge cataract. 


MISSISSIPPI BOOMING. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 1—Weather 


Forecaster Bowie of the St. Louis Bu- 
reau, has predicted a continued rise in 
the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers, 


and, has sent warnings to many points 
threaded along those streams. 
From 


reports already received it is feared 
that the conditions that prevailed dur- 
ing the flood of 1S81 may be repeated. 


AT HANNIBAL, MO. 


Hanibal, Mo., June- 1—The rise of 


the Mississippi 
has brought heavy 


damages to the islands and bottom 
lands in this region. 
Thousands of 


acres of corn are submerged. 


AT OTTUMWA, IA. 


Ottumwa, la., June 1—Hundreds of 


homes in the west and south parts of 
town are flooded. Public places are 
open to the sufferers. 


IN NEBRASKA. 


Lincoln, Neb., June 1—Flood waters 


in some of the swollen streams have 
begun to recede, but conditions re- 
main neany as bad as they were. The 
railroads are tied up. (ireat damage is 
reported on all roads south of Lin- 
coln. Hundreds of Bridges are wash- 
ed out. 


FIRE RAGING 


Kansas City, Mo., June 1—The Bur- 


lington's big oil tank near the Union 
depot caught fire this morning and is 
still blazing. There Is imimnent dan- 
ger of the fire communicating to the 
big buildings in the neighborhood. The 
Fourth street,viaduct connecting the 
up town district with the west bottoms 
went out today.

GREAT DANGER 


In Topeka Lies in Epidemic of Disease—People in

Topeka, Kas., June 1—At dawn to- 


day • the rescuers again set to work. 
Hundreds of people had remained in 
the tops oftrees for 36 to 48 houns, a 
lew having lashed themselves to the 
trees. 


Another fire today destroyed 200 res- 


idences and would have carried even 
the greater part of the north side, had 
i.ot the downpour of rain quenched the 
flames'. From what can be seen from 
the south Bid-e of the rivsr, it is be» 
lieved that several brick buildings in- 
chiding two banks, have crumbled and 
iallen. 
Some of these buildings are 


known to have contained refugees, and 
their fate is easily guessed.

. .Washington, June 1—Federal troops 
have been ordered to Topeka and Kan- 
sas City by the War department in 
view of the great distress in the Kan- 
sas Valley. The troops will take sup- 
plies from the nearest army post.

life here at 175. The property loss will 
be at least three millions here. Over 
two blocks of buildings have been de- 
stroyed by fire started from slacking 
lime in the lumber yards.

DESOLATION 


In Topeka Beggars Description-Many Dead, Thou- 


sands Homeless and Suffering—Damage 


Runs Into the flillions. 


Topeka, Kas., June 1—Many 
are 


dead, thousands 
are 
suffering and 


many lives are hanging in the balance 
here. 
The damage will amount to 


millions of dollars. 


Early this morning the number of 


drowned was estimated at 250, with 
200 missing, and 8.000 homeless. The 
value of property destroyed is four 
million dollars. 
Two hundred houses 


have been burned down as a result 
of slacking lime. 
Two banks have 


collapsed, two large business blocks 
arp fxppcfp<] to fall and 50 wholosalf 
business houses have been deserted. 


Six Rock Island trains containing 


150 passengers are held by the water. 
The city water plant is useless. The 
water is falling. 


The work of rescue is being pushed 


with vigor. 


North Topeka is a scene of utmost 


desolation. Not a square foot of land 


1 can be seen in any direction. There 
is but a small chance of any of the 
residences being left standing at the 
end of the flood period.

The cries of those beleagured in the 


tree tops and on the roofs of houses, is 
audible a mile away. Death is staring 
them in the face, there is no food for 
many, and fuel for none. Those who 
remain are between death by fire and 
death by water, for the fires of Sun- 
day are still raging. 


Conceive of a situation more hope- 


less. Almost superhuman efforts have 
been made to icscuo those remaining. 
The task has been too great for the 
facilties at hand. The current runs 
like a mill race down all the principal 
streets. The water now extends two 
blocks south of the Rock Island dep'ot. 


Men have stood on the shore and 


wept as they saw mothers cast their 
children from the roofs of houses rath- 
er than see them burned to death be- 
fore their eyes. 


Korth Topeka 
is gone; hardly a 


house is left. In South Topeka there 
are 6000 homeless people; for the most 
part they escaped without costumes 
and necessary wearing apparel. They 
are huddled in the public places and in 
the hundreds of houses of the" town 
which opened at the bidding of misery 
and want. 


From many families one or more 


members are gone, and thoso account- 
ed for are searching frantically for tbc 
missing. 


While it is supposed that the doa*!)? 


which have resulted in the flood and 
fire will reach to an appalling number 
the reports of these are comparatively 


few. 
Nearly everyone 
who was 


brought out from tl'e deeply flooded 
district wag sure that many of their 
neighbors had been 
caught 
by the 


water and. drowned, but they could 
give no definite information as to this.

Desolation, Death, Despair Mark the Rising of the 


Kaw and Missouri Rivers**The Situa- 


tion is Desperate. 


KANSAS CITY, June 1—Death, desolation and despair through two great 


states mark the rising of the rivers Kaw and Missouri. 


In Topeka, Kan., the deaths now number several hundred, with the cer- 


tainty that 
other hundreds will be added before the waters subside. A 


town of 10,000 people is washed from the earth. 


Men and women are clinging to tree tops and the few roofs left in NoVth 


Topeka. On-rushing wathers tremble the ground, buildings crash, trees fall 
and lives are being momentarily swept to death in the turbulent Kaw river. 


Topeka is already cut off from the world. The situation is desperate, re- 


lief uncertain, and destruction hangs in the air. In Kansas City, Kan., a sit- 
uation only less desperate exists. The two cites are cut off from one another 
absolutely. All bridges have been carried down the Missouri river. Already 
thirty feet of water, a depth unknown in thirty-eight years. 


Both the Missouri river and the Kaw have cut new channels througtt 


the populous districts in Kansas City, Kan. Thousands of men, women and 
children, who crossed from one city to the other during the morning hav« 
been cut off by the fall of the bridges and are wandering homeless in 
tHe 


streets. 
Many of them are without money. Not less than twenty-five thou- 


sand, ten thousand from Kansas and fifteen thousand from Missouri, are thltt 
made miserable. In Harlem, Mo., just across the river, two hundred and 
fifty people are in dire peril. The river has cut them off from possible aid 
and is rising. They are doomed. 
( 


In Kansas City, Mo., the electric lights, street railway and waterworks 


have shut down. The city is in a panic, tho Thirtieth regiment has been or- 
dered out to patiol the streets and citizens are aiding in the work. In spite 
of all precautions fire is already raging in two of the largest railway yards 
in the city. Lime stored in the cars and waters rising to it are responsible 
for this damage. 


Fifty men are cut off at the city waterworks and are asking in vain for 


help. Six boats, manned by river men, were unable to reach them. 
Thtey 


ask for a thousand feet of rope to assist in dragging them to safety. Unless 
this is taken them their destruction seems certain.

The great packing plants of Cudahy, Swift, Armour and Fowler are par-, 


tially destroyed. The entire wholesale district, the backbone of the city, Is 
flooded, incalculable property damage has already been done and it can 
hardly be said to have begun. 


The sweep of the two rivers now place in jeopardy no less than fttty 


thousand people. The streets arc crowded with panic strickeii peoble.

"1 noticed several w*eks before the 


catastrophe 
how 
the 
excitement 


against the Jews hud increased, and 
the tuuse is now readily found. Gov- 
ernor Uuaben bad asked n rich Jew 
named I'erlmutter for .the loan of 80,- 
00-,) rubles (about $40,000). Pcrlmut- 
er asked two brothers named Alprim 
o participate in the loan. The broth- 
rs refund to do so. 
'•Unfortunately certain Jews of Kish- 


neff who knew that Governor Kaaben 
never accepts a refusal were not ap- 
pealed to. When the massacre began, 
?erlmutter and the Alprim brothers 
asked the protection of the governor, 
promising him any price asked. 
The 


governor sent a detachment of Cos- 
sacks to guard the homes of the three 
men, 
where ' all remained untouched 


during the terrible days of the massa- 
cre. 
The price paid for this protec- 


tion was 20,000 rubles (about $10.000). 


"On Sunday, April ID, a great num- 


ber of country folk came to Kishineff, 
filling the brandy shops and refusing 
payment for drinks. The Jew shop- 
keepers, who were much afraid of 
their patrons, gave them credit, know- 
ing full -well1 they would never see a 
penny of the money. 


"Seventy-live thousand Jews were in 


the hundreds of temples and schools 
when, toward evening, their little chil- 
dren cuine running to" them, crying 
that strange men filled their homes 
and were smashing windows and oth- 
erwise destroying things. 
AVhen the 


Jews rushed to the rescue of their 
homos they were met in the streets 
by mobs of excited men, who. spat in 
their faces, pulled their beards, threw 
them down and beat them. The Jews 
at first showed tight, but the police 
commanded them to go to their homes. 
It was then-that the crowds again eu- 
tered the homes of the Jews and began 
their deeds of violence. 


'The terrorized Jews ran to the house 


of Governor Kaaben, where they pra3Ted 
for military protection. The governor 
was invisible. He sent word that he 
would do nothing before asking the 
czar's permission by telegraph. 
The 


Jews attempted to telegraph to St. 
Petersburg to the government, but the 
telegraph company would uot receive 
their messages. 


"I then seized my wife," says Sues- 


sel, "who was about to give birth to a 
child, and my five children and took 
them into the cellar of a Christian 
neighbor, who at the risk of his own 
life concealed eleven Jewish families, 
with thirty children. Here we spout 
three days and nights without food, 
drink or warmth. The children cried 
day and night from hunger and thirst. 
We 
expected that 
every moment 


crowds would enter and murder us all. 


"Among those in the cellar was a 


rich Jew named Maurice Wollamitz, 
with his wife and five children. Wolla- 
mitz regretted having left much gold 
and silver jewelry in his house, and 
finally with his wife set out to save 
their w.eallh. 
Neither returned. We 


learned after all was over that both 
had been dragged from a tram car and 
beaten to death. 


"Meantime 
some 
fugitive 
Jews 


reached Odessa, where they gained 
admittance to the military governor. 
Count Manschin Puschkine, who with- 
in two hours obtained orders from the 
czar to send 10,000 Cossacks to Kish- 
ineff. 
These police soldiers are re- 


liable, and they stopped the riots at 
once. They arrested hundreds of men 
they caught red handed plundering and 
robbing. Among the miscreants were 
policemen wearing workmen's blouses 
over their uniforms.. There were also 
city officials, army officers and even 
priests among those arrested, and all 
of them were wearing masks. Many 
of the peasants Ivid blackeued their 
faces." 


Results of the Cyclonic Wave 


Tornadoes, destructive windstorms and torrential ra.ns. that cause 


devastating floods, are by no means unfamiliar things in the West dur- 
ing the spring months, but this year, during one brief period of ten days 
in May, a large section of the West has been afflicted'- wit h buch destruc- 
tive forces as it never was before during a period of similar length. Tor- 
nadoes raged almost daily, floods repeated themselves within a space of 
twenty-four hours, and even straight- blowing winds, such as usually ac- 
company thunder storms, developed power 
sufficient ' to entail a heavy 


loss of property agd life. 


The worst phases of these storms were, for the mo-^t part, confined 


to Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa, though Missouri, Minnesota, 
and Illinois also suffered to some extent. In Oklahoma ami .Kansas the 
Uyous prouuceu ov uie iiea\i laiiia, ill »uluv peaces vcru,^ , ' C.C>Ii*.jt.._ ~, 
caused the greatest damage; in Nebraska the terrific wind-, while Iowa 
suffered from both wind and water in equal amount. 
The storms pre- 


vailed generally all over Iowa and Kansas; in Oklahoma they were con- 
fined, for the most part, to the central sections, while in Nebraska the 
principal damage occurred in the eastern and northern portions. In all 
these states the property loss has been 
extremly heav>. hundreds of 


farmhouses being destroyed and a number of small towns almost oblit- 
erated. Scores of persons have been killed and the num'nor of injured 
mounts to quite an alarming figure. 


This cyclone period is now followed by an appalling flood situation 


in Kansas. As may be seen in other columns of today's Advocate, the 
loss of life is estimated at 1000, while the horror of the s,cene of desol- 
tion and destruction at Topeka and other places can hardly be pictured. 


The results of this cyclone wave above referred to may be seen in 


the following table:

•With HU Family by

Friend Who Did Them In a Chim-

Among the Hebrews who landed the 


other moraine at New York from the 
steamer Ryndam was Sucher Acker- 
mann, aged forty years old, entered oa 
the passenger list as a resident of Dam- 
browitz, Bessarabia, but who, accord- 
ing to his declaration, is actually a 
wine dealer'of Kishineff and one of the 
first who were in Kishineff at the time 
of the recent massacre to reach these 
shores, says the New York Tribune. 


Seated with his wife and baby, who 


came over with him, in a relative's 
house in New York, Ackermann gave, 
through an interpreter, the following 
grewsome account of the horrors of 
the massacre, from which, according 
to his statement, he owed his own ex- 
emption and that of his family to the 
kindness of a gentile friend who gave 
hem sanctuary in his chimney. 
"I cannot begin to tell-tlie horrors of 
be three days that followed the Pass- 
ver at Kishineff," said Ackermann, 
for to me and to my family it was the 
more terrible because we did not see, 


ut only heard. 
"The feasts of the Passover were 
ver. I had done a good business, al- 
though selling liquor was a govern- 
ment monopoly and the punishment 
vould have been severe. I was hurry- 
ng along the street about 5 o'clock 
vith my wife and the baby, hoping to 
et to Dambrowitz before it was very 
ight Suddenly I heard from a nearby 
treet the cry of the Jews and the 
houtihg of a mob of men. All day be- 
ore the children of Christians had 
jeen stoning the Jews in the ghetto 
and the sense of trouble brewing had 


;n in me. 
'My wife and I stood and consulted, 


while the noise of the mob around the 
corner grew louder. The door of the 
louse. In front of which we stood 
opened. A young man came out fully 
dressed. In the light of a torch in 
lis hand I recognized him; he was tlie 
son of a Christian friend. 
He ran at 


us, but before he could do us harm 
lis father, an old man, came to the 
door and, recognizing me, rescued us. 
He brought us into the-front room of 
the house. The Russian home has but 
two rooms, one in front and one be- 
hind it • 
.' - - 


"In the front room was a large fire- 


place as wide as a man is long. There 
was no fire in the hearth. The old 
man bade us crawl up into the chim- 
ney and stay there until he told us it 
would be safe for us to come down. 
Meanwhile the cries on the street be- 
came greater and more fearful. 


We sickened as -we heard the brutes 


jesting over befouling women and 
young girls. \Ve heard the maddened 
screams of men and recognized the 
voices as those of the husbands whose 
wives -were in the hands of the fiends. 
And both -wives and husbands pleaded 
for death as a boon. 


"Some whispered that sixteen girls 


between fourteen and sixteen years old 
were dying from the excesses of the 
mob, 
committed 
amid 
howls 
of 


drunken glee before the eyes of the 
parents before the parents were torn 
to pieces. 


"Then one man told of a butcher. 


He -was the strong man of the Jews 
of Kishineff. The mob burst into his 
place. He' had a revolver. Six of the 
mob fell dead on the threshold; then 
he flung the weapon into the mob an,c 
picked up a cleaver. 
But the mob 


overpowered him. His wife, who was 
cowering behind him, they drew into 
the street and, holding the man, they 
tore the clothes from -the woman anc 
ravished her. 
Some one searching the 


man's house found his twelve year old 
child in the cellar. She, too, they 
brought before the father and half 
dead mother and misused her. By thi 
time the butcher was foaming at the 
mouth and struggled with the ten men 
who held him. 


"One of the mob stuck a knife into 


the man's stomach, and in a momen 
he 
was 
disembowled. 
Then 
thej 


stripped him and mutilated his bodj 
until it cou'id not be recognized. 
Be 


fore his wife's eyes they hung him on 
one of the meat hooks in front of hi 
own shop. They then killed his wife 
by beating her to death and left the 
child for dead on the bloody street. 


"It was the same with tho home o 


every Jew who sought shelter in Chris 
tian houses. As soon as the refugee 
were stowed away the Christians hur 
ricd away to houses of the refugee 
After the soldiers catne on the thin 
day I went out into the street. It seem 
ed a different place. I counted up t 
1G2 bodies of men, women and cbl 
dren, most of them mutilated hideous 
ly, almost unrecognizable. 
Eighty o 


them were hastily buried, but the 
were exhumed and photographed fo 
evidence a day later."

Wliy Gold IH Rare. 


Why is gold so rare? Simply because 


it is heavy. There are only two metals 
that are heavier—namely, platinum and 
iridium.

By 
gradual condensation it became liquid, 
while now the whole of its mass save 
only an outer crust much thinner in 
proportion to tbe whole bulk than is the 
shell of an egg would be a fluid but for 
the fact that it is held together by tre- 
mendous pressure.

AMERICA AND RUSSIA. 


Relations With United States 


Discussed by Oscar Straus. 


TELLS HOW TO EEGAED THE BEAH 


The Atlanta Constitution has sat 


down hard on the 'Cleveland boom, be- 
cause of its opposition to the third- 
term proposition. 
It cites the resolu- 


tion, offered by Springer, of Illinois, 
and adopted by the House in 1875, de- 
claring a tnird term to be "unwise, un- 
patriotic and fraught TV ith peril to our 
free institutions.' It recalls that this 
resolution was odopted by 228 to IS, 
and that it received the vote of every 
Democrat in the House. The Consti- 
tution concludes. " Any attempt to 
argue that such expression of the uni- 
versal Democratic sentiment had ref- 
erence only to three terms in succes- 
sion is a resort to the cheapest of 
quibbles. 
The Democratic 
principle 


and the American conviction are op- 
posed to the third term idea in any 
form." 


It makes little difference as to the ex- 


tent of the opposition to a third term, 
but the Springer resolution had a di- 
rect reference to the idea of continuing 
President Grant in office by election 
immediately after his 
second term, 


with all the machinery 
of political 


warfare in his hands. It had in view 
a consecutive third term. This, ot 
course,/is not involved in the foolish 
idea qj: nominating Mr. Cleveland next 
'year; but the opposition to a third 
term will not make this distinction 
•whether the third-term is consecutive 
or otherwise. "There may come a time 
when, under a great emergency, the 
people may elect a third-term Presi- 
dent, consecutive or otherwise, but it 
Is not now in sight, certainly as re- 
gards ,Mr. Cleveland. It was a mis- 
take ihat he was even elected to a 
second term. 


,The renomination of General Grant 


was not hard pressed in 1876, when 
first suggested, but after a bitter con- 
test the honor and office went in a cer- 
tain way to Mr. Hayes. The heated 
ttiird-term battle in National conven- 
tion, and the only one that ever occur- 
red, took place at Chicago in 1880, 
when "the 30G" made their names 
memorable and laughable in history 
by holding on to Grant to the last, un- 
der the leadership of Conkling and 
Cameron.

Oscar S. Straus, who was twice min- 


ister to Turkey, was asked the other 
day to give his views regarding the 
relations between the United States 
and Russia. He said: 


"No one can read without a shudder 


of horror the reports of the fiendish 
outrages at Kishineff on April 19, 20 
and 21 upon the unoffending Jewish 
population of that city by a mob which 
was officially incited and officially pro- 
tected. 


"This barbaric holocaust which has 


taken place in a populous city of 140,- 
000 inhabitants, appeals for redress not 
to the Jews throughout the world, but 
to the civilized world; not to those 
professing the religion of the slaugh- 
tered, but to those professing tlie re- 
ligion of the slaughterers. 
It is a 


crime against civilization and Chris- 
tianity as well. 


"Only a few days ago we read with 


some elation the humane ukase of the 
'czar, which indicated that a new era 
was about to dawn upon the Russian 
empire. Since then how has that hu- 
mane and pious rescript been inter- 
preted? 
New invasions have been 


made upon the liberties of the Finns, 
new restrictions have been placed upon 
all religions not of the Orthodox 
church, movements toward appropri- 
ating Manchuria, though temporarily 
denied, yet sure to be made effectual, 
and lastly the blood curdling tragedy 
at Ktehineff. 


"Whenever Russian horrors reach 


American ears we constantly hear 
about the long standing friendship be- 
tween Russia and the United States. 
If we look beneath the surface— which 
is so necessary when Russia is con- 
cerned—we will find that underlying 
courtesies to our naval officers and pro- 
fuse diplomatic professions of friend- 
ship will be found a purpose to accen- 
tuate hostility toward England. Let 
us for a moment see on what basis that 
friendship rests and in what manner 
it has been manifested. 
' "Under Catherine II, a scheme was 
formed, in 1779, when we were in the 
most trying period of our Revolution- 
ary war, for giving George III. effec- 
tive assistance against us on condition 
that the English aid Russia in renewed 
attacks upon the Turks. A part of this 
programme was that the island of Mi- 
norca was to be ceded by England to 
Russia as a station for the Russian 
fleet in the Mediterranean and as a 
rendezvous for the insurgent Greeks. 
This project was drawn up by Cathe- 
line's chief adviser, the licentious 
Count Potemkin, for presentation to 
the British ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, but through the adroitness of 
Count Panin, Catherine's minister of 
foreign affairs, who favored the French 
interest 
against the English, this 


scheme fell through, thereby causing 
the empress to adopt the anti-British 
policy— armed neutrality. This fact is 
referred to by Sir Edward Creasy in 
his history of the Ottoman Turks, as 
well as by Baton, who was an intimate 
friend of Potemkiu. 


"A cause for gratitude on the part of 


the United States to Russia is to be 
found arising out of the following cir- 
cumstances: 


"It will be remembered that Russia 


was the dominant power in the so 
called 'holy alliance,' whose purpose 
was to dominate the American conti- 
nent and especially to crush the spirit 
of liberty in South American repub- 
lics. By reason of this friendly atti- 
tude of Russia and her allies toward 
the republics of South America and 
the United States we are indebted for 
our farseeing continental policy, known 
as the 'Monroe doctrine.' 


"But we hear much of Russla'3 


friendly attitude toward us during the 
civil war and of her sending several 
war ships to tlie Atlantic and to tho 
Pacific 
with 
'sealed 
instructions." 


Much has been made of this. That it 
was a benefit to us is quite true. But 
has any one disclosed what those 
'scaled instructions' were, and has any 
one a right to suppose that they were 
for any other purpose than to offset 
England, or, in other words, that her 
relations toward us, even during the 
civil war, were anything more than 
moves made by her upon the chess- 
board of European diplomacy purely 
and only as counter moves to Eng- 
land? 
• • 


"The Russia of today has nothing in 


common with the United States, and 
she would, if she could, caviare our 
Declaration of Independence out of 
existence and wipe liberty from the 
face of the globe. The graphic fore- 
cast of her policy by England's great- 
est diplomatist, Stratford Canning, is 
verified in our day: 
" -Rome of old extended its sway by 


conquest, but wherever its eagles flew 
the arts of civilization followed. Th* 
Russian bird of prey has no such com- 
aiission. It turns indeed toward tlie 
«un, but the shadow of its wings i3 
blighting and moral desolation closes 
upon its flight' 
1 "Let not a false or misplaced grati- 
tude check the humane sympathies of 
America for the despoiled Finns, the 
persecuted Christian Stundists and the

A Prominent Licking County Farmer Hanged Him

BUCKEYE LAKE CAR 


Wrecked at Hebron Saturday Night, Four People 


Being Injured Slightly—Brakes Refused to 


Work—Car Badly Damaged. 


A wreck occurred on the C. B. L. & O. C. tracks, and just 
as the rear 


E. at Hebron Saturday night, which i trucks left 
the rails. 
As the 
car 


was disastrous in its consequences 
from the standpoint of property loss, 
and that it was not attended by an ap- 
palling loss of life, is attributable to 
causes almost providential in their na- 
ture. 


Motor car No. 68, was slightly be- 


hind time and was running from Co- 
lumbus at a high rate of speed, in or- 
der to make up time. The interurban 
tracks as they approach Hebron from 
the west have a steep incline for prob- 
ably a quarter of a mile, and crossthe 
tracks of .the T. & O. C. about 50 yards 
from the depot. 
After crossing the. 


tracks 'of the steam road the interur- 
ban makes a sharp curve to the left 
and the cars stop at the depot plat- 
form, about 30 feet from the building, 
which is a brick structure. 


The 68 was coming down the grade 


at a high speed, and as usual Motor 
man Creel shut off the current and 
applied the air in plenty of time to 
bring up at the depot with a nice stop 
What was his dismay when he found 
the air would not work, is unspeakable 
as he realized that the car, would it 
all probability, 
be carried 
off th 


rails by its own momentum, when the 
curve was reached, now only a few 
j-ods away. The motorman stuck to 
the car and applied the hand brakes 
tightening them until the chain broke 
and then he realized that every hope 
of bringing the car to a standstill was 
past. 


The T. & O. C. tracks were crossed 


by the front trucks, which remained on 
their own rails, and made the curve to 
wards the depot in safety, but after 
the back trucks had crossed the rail 
road tracks, instead of following the 
front pair aVound the curve, they left 
the track at a tangent, the rear end of 
the car whirling around like the end 
of a line of boys playing "whipcrack- 
er." In its career it struck a telegraph 
pole, breaking it off cleanly, several 
feet from the ground, and also broke 
off two trees, of at least equal diameter 
to the pole, like they had been twigs. 
and striking a third tree was brought 
to a stop. 


The car then lay directly across 


the depot platform, parallel to and 
about three feet from the building. It 
had struck the shed roof over the plat- 
form, tearing it loose from its anchor- 
age into the brick wall, tand this roof 
crashed through the car, 
about the 


height of the windows, rendering the 
upper portion of the car into kindling 
wood. The car was otherwise so badly 
injured that it is practically a total 
wreck. 


There were only a few passengers in 


the car at the (ime of the accident and 
they were sitting in either end, thu? 
escaping baing crashed as the shed 
roof crashed through the middle of thp 
car, for about two-thirds of its length. 


swung round, the fender on the back 
struck him, and he was knocked down. 
It was found that his side and one leg 
were badly bruised, but his injuries 
are not serious . Conductor Ernest 
Criss stayed with the car and was 
painfully cut about the mouth and 
his leg was also severely bruised. All 
the -injured live in Hebron -Mrs. Sniff 
is the wife of a car repairer, who worKs 
for the C. B. L. & N. at the Hebron 
car barns. 


Had the car been crowded with pas- 


sengers as is frequently the case the 
loss of life would have been frightful, 
as the roof would have crushed out the 
',!ife of many as-it tore,its way through- 
the car. Another 
circumstance that 


appears almost providential was the 
fact that just before the accident, the 
station master announced to those on 
the platform that the Columbus car 
was on the track at the rear of the 
building. 
The crowd rushed to this 


car and the platfrm was practically un- 
occupied at the time of the .accident.

Professor A. W. Goodspecd SIiows 


That Kny» From His Own Body Act- 
ed on Film In One-nisth ot the 
Time l>y tlie Roentgen Light—HOTV 
Experiments "Were Conducted.

vealed by his discovery: 


"All matter absorbs radio active en- 


ergy in "waves of varying lengths and 
gives off this same energy in -waves of 
a changed and definite length. The en- 
ergy that has been thus transferred is 
characteristic of the matter that it 
gives forth. 
The human body gives 


out the rays or waves of this energy 
with comparative freedom afift.force. 


"It is to be presumed that the char- 


acter of the human rays varies in an 
infinitesimal degree with the person 
and that each man, woman and child 
gives forth not merely the characteris- 
tic human light, but a light that is ab- 
solutely unique and identifying. 


"These rays from the human body 


are not sufficient to be appreciated by 
the human eye. It may be that they 
are seen by the ejes of smaller ani- 
mals. For instance, a mouse probably 
sees a man in a dark room by the light 
of the man himself." 


•^Professor Goodspeed conducted his 
expcnments "with the aid of a Crooke's 
tube, but the X rays liowing from the 
tube were not permitted to proceed to- 
ward the photographic plates. The ob- 
ject of using the Crooke's tube was to 
have Professor Goodspeed's body ab- 
sorb the X ray waves and transform 
them into a different kind of ray, and 
from the latter the photographs were 
made. 


Professor Goodspeed says, bowover, 


that this process of absorption, trans- 
formation and diffusion of rays from 
the human body goes on without the 
presence of a Crooke's tube. 


The radiographs he showed, he says 


•were made by putting a Crooke's tuba 
in operation inside of a light proof 
black box. This box was placed so 
that the platinum plate directed the 
rays upward, and on top of the box he 
piled up five pieces of lead, -which is 
impervious to the X rays. 


On top of the box was also placed a 


cylinder of brass with a small aperture 
in its side. Within the cylinder am 
resting on the lid of the box lie placed 
a cent a gold nng and a piece of alu 
minium. The top of the cylinder was 
sealed with two heavy pieces of zinc. 


The only way that rays could reach 


tlie objects to be photographed was 
through the opening in the side of the 
cylinder. All the time the room was in 
absolute darkness.. 


Professor Goodspeed held his hand 


three inches from the opening of tlie 
cjlmder for three minutes. Then the 
plate was taken from its box and de- 
veloped, and on it were found the radi- 
ographs of the ring, the cent and the 
piece of aluminium. 


This picture. Professor Goodspeed 


declares, was produced by the second- 
ary activity emanating from his hand 
under the influence of the X rays. 


Professor Goodspeed does not pro- 


fess to be the first to demonstrate the 
principles upon which the discovery is 
based. He acknowledges himself in- 
debted to certain developments he 
found in the original experiments of 
Roentgen and of the French scientists 
Sagnac and Guillox. 


Experiments "With Submarine Boats. 


Experiments are now being made by 


the French in their submarine boats 
with a material called "oxylithe," a 
new chemical compound which liber- 
ates oxygen freely when mixed with 
•water. This not only purifies the air, 
but it burns up all anirnaf impurities, 
n addition experiments are being 
made with a new motor to which oxy- 
ithe furnishes the fuel 
If this proves 


uccessful, and the prospect is at pres- 
jnt 'favorable, the motor will do for 
)oth surface and under water running. 
Huch more powerful machinery can 
>e installed, and a large part of the 
»eavy electric batteries can be re- 
moved.

chambers this summer are the chintz 
patterns with flower effects, and the 
cretonne chair cushions and curtains 
generally match, says Harper's Bazar.

A Bird That la 


The elster (Pica caudata) is a bird 
that is respected and feared through- 
out south Germany. It belongs to tlie 
raven tribe and is al>out the size of a 
dove, with black and ^hite feathers 
and long, pointed tail. It bnilds ita 
nest in orchards, and its life is sacred. 
If it is seen three times in-succession 
on the same house top in a pl.tco remote 
from its home it is belies ed to be a 
sure sign of death in that house. If it 
flies over a house •nhere any one is ill 
and gives its peculiar cry the sick per- 
son is sure to die, but if it does not 
scream the patient may recover. It is 
better for the sick person if the bird 
does not come near.' 


Ko one could be hired to bother these 


birds for fear they might seek revenge, 
and if by chance one of them should 
die it is a sign of bad luck to the own- 
er of the property where it was found. 
The bird is a valuable insect destroyer 
and in this way probably more than 
compensates for the fear it occasions 
among the farmers. 


To Induce Humility In a Peacock. 
If you wish to take the conceit out of 


a peacock pull out his tail feathers, and 
as soon, as he finds the glory of bis 
plumage gone li° bp^omos the hum- 
blest, most subdued and ashamed look- 
ing bird that ever walked the earth. A 
peacock in full feather is so vain and 
conceited as sometimes to be really 
troublesome. Not satisfied with squall- 
ing at the top of his discordant ^oi 
and with parading up and down the 
walks with expanded plumage, he will 
attack cats, dogs and even children and 
has been known to seriously injure 
small boys or girls that were incau- 
tious enough to venture within his 
reach. 


Plucking his tail feathers, however, 


causes all his courage to evaporate 
He will sneak around the yard like a 
whipped spaniel, will keep out of sight 
as much as possible, and you will hear 
nothing of him until his plumage has 
again grown.
